CARE OF BROOMS AND 
BRUSHES

en a so-ap and waiter bath, be 
thoroughly rinsed an-dl dried in 
the sun and fresh air when pos¬ 
sible. 

Brooms—when not in use— 
should hang from the wall or stand 
on end. Otherwise the broom itself 
will be broken or get all out of 
shape. 

Brushes in the carpet sweeper 
and vacuum cleaner should 1 be 
cleaned every time the cleaner it¬ 
self is emptied. And they should 
both be emptied each time they 
are used. Hair and- raveling should 
be pulled out olf the brushes and 
once in a while, a washing will be 
good for them. Be sure they are 
thoroughly dry before putting back 
h)c we ve r.—iClipp e d.
